Notwithstanding the fact that we furnish the highest grade of quality, our prices must be acknowledged as 
reasonable. 

We wish to call your special attention to the many novelties we have to offer, and, having supplemented our 
list considerably, this issue will be found most interesting. 

OUR SPECIALTY: Exclusive novelties of indisputable merits. 

ORDERS should be sent as early as possible; by doing so you may expect the full quantity ordered. Though 
they may not be needed until later, they can easily be stored away in acool place without fear of causing 
deterioration. 

While in such eases we fill orders within a day after receipt, it is almost impossible to do so during the busy 
season. Most varieties of bulbs will be ready for shipment September 15, with the exception of a few, which are 
specially marked and will be forwarded at time of arrival from Europe. 

DELIVERY: We deliver free of charge, either by express or mail, within a radius of 60 miles from Boston 
any order entirely composed of bulbs amounting to $3 or over. ; 

We deliver free of charge, either by express or mail, to any post office or express office in the United States, 
any order entirely composed of buibs amounting to $10 or over. 

We mail free of charge all bulbs listed in this Catalogue at the single or dozen rates, except with a few heavy 
species specified in this Catalogue, for which postage must be added to the order according to the rate given. 

Plants can be sent by express only, as we furnish but a large specimen of any variety. Postal rules confine 
us to a certain size of package which would compel us to pick plants of inferior quality, which would produce 
poor results. 

PRICES are absolutely net, but we furnish six at dozen rate, 25 at 100 rate, 250 at 1,000 rate. 

PACKING: No charge is made for packing, nor for delivery to freight depots or express offices in Boston. 

REMITTANCES: We prefer cash from unknown correspondents. We ship goods C. O. D. if partial pay- 
ment is enclosed with order to guarantee acceptance.

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HYACINTHS 


Being of easy culture and possessing all the qualities of a popular flower, namely, brilliant colors, delightful 
fragrance, long keeping and very decorative, has caused this variety of bulbs to be used more extensively than 
others. Hyacinths are grown for the house in pots and glasses or out-of-doors in massive beds for the earliest 
color effect, as they precede both the jonquil and tulip in time of flowering. They are most desirable for per- 
ennial borders to enliven at the time when other plants are still asleep. The proper way to plant them for 
this purpose is irregularly all over the bed in October, while most of the plants are still in a live condition, so as 
not to disturb their root growth. 


Por CutturE.—To have the best suecess the bulbs for this purpose should be planted very early, not later 
thanthe end of October. Care should be 
taken to have a composition of soil 
which consists of two-thirds mixture ot 
leaf-mold, manure and soil and one- 
third sand. Usea5-inch pot fora single 
bulb or place four bulbs in a 6-inch, 
seven bulbs in an 8-inch and twelve 
bulbs in al0-ineh pan. In potting, cover 
the hole in the pot with a piece of 
broken crockery and cover this with a 
little moss to prevent the soil from 
clogging the drainage. Break off any 
little offsets on the base of the bulbs 
and have the top of the bulbs %-iuch 
below the surface of the soil and one 
inch below the rim of the pot. Press 
soil firm. After potting give a thorough 
watering, then place in a cool cellar or 
closet on a layer of coal ashes and cover 
entirely with ashes to a depth of 3 
inches. They should remain in the dark 
for at least ten weeks, and if succession 
of bloom is desired only a certain num 
ber of pots should be taken to the light 
at one time, leaving a week’s interval 
for the next lot. When bringing the 
pots from the dark do not place imme- 
diately in sunlight, but gradually, and 
keep at least for three weeks in a tem- 
perature of 50 degrees. To produce a 
fine spike and little foliage, they should 
have plenty of liquid sheep manure, 
fresh air and must be kept very near 
the glass. For pot culture, we recom- 
mend our Selected Named Varieties. 


CULTURE IN GLASSES.—Single va- 
rieties are preferable for this purpose. 
Place the bulb so that the base is just 
in contact with the water. Soft rain- 
water is very good and a little charcoal 
should be added to keep it pure. Place 
the glasses in a cool, dark closet for ten 
or twelve days, until roots are formed, 
and then expose to the air and light as 
much as possible. Avoid gaslight. Dur- 
ing cold nights remove them if near a 
window,as the water should never freeze. 
Change water every two or three days. 
If selection be left to us, we shall select 
varieties that are especially well adapted 
for this culture. 


GARDEN CULTURE.—Plant in good 
pulverized garden soil, which has been 
previously well enriched and manured, 
from October till December—the earlier 
the better—and place the bulbs about 6 
inches apart and 6 inches below the sur- 
face. Just before freezing weather sets 
in, cover beds with dry material such 
as leaves, straw, litter or green pine 
branches, the latter preferred, to a 
depth of 4 inches. If manure is used 
for covering, use but very little, as a 
quantity might heat the bulbs, which 
would cause injury. Do not uncover 
too early in spring. In this climate it 
is usually done at the beginning of 
April.

CULTURE.—The pot culture is the same as with hyacinths, with the 
exception that from eight to twelve bulbs should ‘be planted in one 
pan in order to produce the proper effect, Pit-storage instead of cold 
cellar after being potted is preferable. A pit should be dug 3 feet 
deep, 3 feet wide, and as long as is necessary to hold the amount 
of pots. Fill bottom of pit with a layer of 6 inches of coal ashes, 
place filled pots or pans upon ashes and cover 
with the same material for another 6 inches, 
fill in balance of pit with soil and eover sur- 
face with a good heap of manure. While the 
bulbs will be perfectly cold and in their natural 
home, they will not freeze if sufficient manure 
is used on surface. They can be removed from 
there any day during the winter, ten to twelve 
weeks being necessary to root them well. 
Belng placed near a sunny window in a warm 
room, the flowers can be produced within thirty 
days. 

For outdoor bedding, bulbs should be 
planted 4 inches apart and 4 inches deep; a 
little sand should be placed underneath each 
bulb where beds are composed of heavy loam. 
Beds should be raised to preserve the bulbs. 
Any of the varieties we list are equally well 
adapted for forcing as well as bedding. For borders 
we recommend our mixtures. Cover for protection 
same as hyacinths.

FALL-FLOWERING CROCUSES 


These ave rather new and hardly known in this country. They are undoubtedly one of the most 
valuable classes of flowers now in existence. Naturalizing of flowers in the lawn or border has become 
very popular, but up to this time only such varieties have been planted as will flower in spring and early 
summer. To cover the balance of the season, particularly the late fall, when other flowers have dis- 
appeared, the fall Crocus is a mighty welcome visitor. The advantage of this bulb is that you derive 
results immediately or soon after. These bulbs should be planted in August or early September, and if 
that is done, results may be expected within a few weeks. Another advantage is that their flowering 
season lasts fully six weeks. They are absolutely hardy and will increase with you. The foliage of 
these flowers appears in the spring and is very 
decorative. If in the lawn they may be cut down 
with the grass, without doing any injury to the 
bulbs. 

As some of the varieties are quite inexpensive, 
they should be planted in large groups or masses.

You may plant them in 
massive open beds; for such purpose set bulbs 4 to 5 inches deep and from 4 to 6 inches apart, according to the 
size of the bulb. They prefer a sheltered place, where heavy winds do not molest them. Their best and most 
suitable place should be in the grass plots, or in the border of hardy plants, or along the edges of shrubbery 
beds.

In planting worked Roses, have the budded part set 2 or 3 inches below 
the surface of the ground, and the soil pressed firmly about the stem. By bringing the budded part above the 
surface, the plant is liable to winter-kill; this is the cause of a great deal of the loss from worked plants. For 
winter protection, draw the soil about a foot high about the plants, or even more if convenient. Manure can be put’ 
on for additional protection. It need not be rotted; green will answer just as well, and covered under in the spring.

Take fresh horse manure, and use nothing but the fine portion of it, shaking out the straw. Mix this with 
fresh loam, one part loam and two parts manure, and turn every day to keep it from burning, until the flery heat 
is nearly all out of it. Prepare the bed about 4 feet wide, and as long as required. Put in the preparation about 
8 inches deep, making it very solid as it is put in. Let it remain in this condition until the temperature has 
become reduced to 80 degrees. Make holes 2 or 3 inches deep, into which put the spawn, in pieces about as large 
as an egg, and at a distance of 12 inches apart each way. Cover the spawn and let it remain for eight or ten days. 
Then cover the whole bed with fine loam to the depth of 2 inches, making it firm with the back of a shovel or 
spade. The bed must be in a covered situation, and the prepared soil kept dry from the commencement, and in a 
dark place, with the temperature about 50 degrees. If everything is favorably done, the Mushrooms will appear 
in from six to eight weeks. After the bed has been spawned, do not water unless quite dry, and, when necessary, 
use lukewarm water only.
